His plants produced bigger and 
better tomatoes than ours, and 
they didn't have a bit of disease. 
Please tell us how this works, as 
we want to grow tomatoes that 
way." 

The method 'we descrllied Is 
called- "tomato trelllslng." grow- 
ing tomatoes on a "corset." "Chi- 
nese tomato ring" and other 
names. More and more gardeners 
like to tie their tomato plants to 
stakes' or "trellis" to save space 
and keep vines and fruits off the 
ground so snails and diseases 
arent so prevalent. 

Tomato plants grown on trel- 
lises will bear heavily until frost, 
and. according to some tests, a 
single plant produced as much as 
63 pounds of tomatoes. Accord- 
ing to the University of Mary- 
land. 33 toitiato plants produced
